James E. Bennett & Co. 
Coupled 
with G alvin’s revised estimate of 
495,703,000 
bushels 
of 
winter 
wheat, a total United States crop 
this 
season 
of 
approximately 
721,000,000 bushels 
was predict­ 
ed.

The British, however, declared 
they had shot down or seriously 
damaged 66 German planes at a 
loss of only 19 in forays on Ger­ 
man 
troops, motorized 
columns 
and artillery in Flanders. A naval 
plane was credited w'ith sinking 
a nazi torpedo boat off the Bel­ 
gian coast. 
As a new battlefield took shape 
along the Somme with another 
B. E .F. forming on that front, the 
allied supreme war council met in 
Paris 
and, 
a 
communique 
an­ 
nounced, “ gave full proof that the 
allied peoples and governments 
are more than ever implacably 
resolved to pursue in the closest 
possible 
concord 
their 
present 
struggle 
until 
final 
victory 
is 
achieved.”

parcdne.ss plan.s. Rep. Martin of 
Mas.sachusett.s, the r e p u b l i c a n 
leader, said his party would join 
in every effort to improve de­ 
fenses. 
The latest arms recommenda­ 
tions gave the nation a prospective 
military bill roughly three-fourth* 
of the $6,148,795,000 .spent for 
army and navy during America’s 
first full fiscal year in the World 
war. 
W ill Be Over Billion. 
Although Mr. Roosevelt spoke 
in round terms of “ more than a 
b i l l i o n dollars,” authoritative 
quarters said that the expendi­ 
tures contemplated in vesterday’j 
special message would come to 
$1,375,000,000. 
Added to regular 
and extraordinary measures now 
pending, this would make a total 
of $4,672,011,352. 
While congress evinced readi­ 
ness to vote the mounting mil­ 
lions, Mr. Rosevelt’s accompany­ 
ing national guard recommenda­ 
tion encountered prompt oppo­ 
sition. 
Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich) 
told 
reporters 
the 
request 
for 
power to call out the national 
guard if necessary to maintain 
neutrality was a “ shocking” pro­ 
posal which .sounded a.s if ths 
president wanted to l>e able t'v 
order a partial mobilization by 
executive authority alone.
